N.U.S.G.W.U.E. NEGOTIATIONS CONCLUDED 


The negotiating teams, with the assistance of the Government- 
appointed Conciliator, Mr. R. Desilets, reached an agreement on all 
outstanding items at 8 p.m. on October 29, and on the afternoon of Octo-~ 
ber 30 the CNTU representative advised the University that the Agree- 
ment had been ratified by the membership. 

This was the first set of negotiations in which Concordia 
University and a Concordia union participated in "common-front" bar— 
gaining involving a number of employees and unions at the same nego-— 
tiating table. Negotiations were long, and at times difficult. However, 
the experience will permit both the University and the Union to approach 
"common—front" bargaining with a more realistic outlook in the future. 

The University regrets that the Union rejected classification 
proposals that would have provided higher salary ranges for employees in 
senior supervisory positions and those performing work considered to be 
of a technical nature. Nevertheless, the final results of negotiations 
provide generally favourable and competitive salaries and other benefits 
for employees. 

The new Agreement provides a sound basis for harmonious and con- 


structive relations. The Agreement will be in effect until May, 1979.
